Cotton mills cmnluyed. a good demand 
for woolens, and boot and shoe factories 
br..sy. T^eather is in better demand, and 
wool f uiiiy active, though at soma oon- 
oesdona. 

At Philadelphia money Is mtf, iron 
much depressed by southern sales, the 

wool inarlret (juict. but dry good.s more 
active, with sales ahead of last year, and 
satisfactory orders from the weet. Balti- 
more notes good business in dry goods, 
but slow collections. At C^cinnati the 
shoe manufacture is doing well, cigar 
factori' s are biLsy and the demand for 
icichinerv brisk. The trade is better at 
CkvcianJ in all lines except boots and 
shoes, but iron is still active. 

At Chioago merchandise sales show 
increase over bust year and collections 
are easier, receipts of dressed beef are 
three times and of wheat double last 
year's and liberal increaao appears fan 
other breadstofEs, but a slight decrease 
in animals and thdr products. Mil- 
waukee reports business only fair and 
collections slow owing to bad weather. 
At St. Limis the outlook for spring trade 
is considered more encouraging Qiaa a 

wcr-lc aico. 

liiiiiuiuar operations i)romise to be very 
large and the demand for materiitls is 
already active. .Minut apolis reports 
good business with an outiiut of 172,000 
barrels flour against 112.000, the wtme 
week last year. At Omaha, trade is 
quiet, owing to bad weather; at Kansas 
Cit\- business is fair, and at Denver very 
satufactory. Little Rook reports a fair 
trade, but at New Orleans general busi- 
ness is dull, though sugar is strong and 
active, and nee in fair demand, but cot- 
ton is dull. At Savannah also the low 
price of cotton ia depressing and money 
u in active demand. 

Speculations in breadstnATs have been 
much lees active since gold be^an to go 
abroad, and wheat has declined four 
cents during the past week, the Atlantic 
exports being small, while receipts at 
fhe west were over 2,000,000 bushels in 
three da}'8. Corn has risen three-fourths 
of a cent and oata half a cent, while 
scarcely any change appears in pork pro- 
ducts. Oil is one and one-quarter conta 
lower and coffee one-eighth stronger with 
small transactions in both. But cotton 
has declined a sixteenth, with salee of 
468,000 bales, and the recdpts still ex- 
ceed those of the same week last year, 
while exports ibave fallen during the 
past week. Estimates of a larger yidd 
than that of 1890 are now mquently 
beard. 

The only g^at branch of manufacture 
which makee disoourajring reports at 
preeent is the iron and steel industry, 
and the dilBonlty there ia not shrinking 
consumption, but enormous increaee in 
production. In cotton a larger con- 
sumption than has evM* been known be- 
fore is sustained by a demand ao active 
that advances in the prices of some 
qualities are oceasiooally reported, in 
spite of ch&tpneas of the material.

There's 
where he ought to be tO-day, and wtiere 
he would be, had it not been for some 
weak-lflieed Governor or Board of Par- 
dons. Daugherty was pardoned after 
serving only ten years. It's high time a 
stop was put to this thing of turning red- 
handed criminals loose upon a commu- 
nity, and of granting favors to other 
violators of the laws.

North Caroliim'h- law on n'vciino and 
taxation says a " party may deduct from 
the amount of debts owing to him the 
aiiKiiint owing hy him. and the residue 
only shall bo liable to ta.\ution." 

lu ^finnesota the law says : " In mak- 
ing up the amount of credits which any 
person is required to list for himself or 
for any other person, company or cor- 
poration, he shall be entitled to deduct 
from the gross amount thereof the 
amount of all bona fide indebtedness of 
himself or any such person, company or 
corporation." 

The Tennessee laws reads that, " the 
value of all notes, due bills, negotiable 
paper, or accounts, and Judgments on sol- 
vent i)arties believed to be solvent, ami 
all other assets, including cash on hand, 
or on deposit in solvent banks, or in the 
hands of solvent i)arties, beloii'^'ing to any 
peraon, company or corporation, shall be 
assessed for taxation, from which, how- 
ever, sliall be deducted all bona fide 
debts incurred in conducting the regular 
business of such person, firm, etc., and 
pertaining to tlie same business out of 
which arose the note, due bills, etc,, 
from which soeb d»bt9 «M to be dadiaot- 
ed." 

The Code of West Vhghia says: " In 

listing credits or investments, the party 
owning the same may deduct therefrom 
what he owes to others as principal 
debtor, but not what he may be liable 
for as surety, endorser or guarantor, un- 
less his principal be insolvent." 

There are similar provisions in the 
taxation laws of Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and Virginia. All these facte were laid 
before the Ivogislature a few days ago by 
Mr. Dembitx, of Ix>uisviIlo, in an able 
argoment on the subject, and they ought 
,to be carefully considered by the mem-

In an instant, almost 
without a cry, the Forest Qneen 
sank, and every sonl on board, uassen- 

Sers and crew, to the number or flfty- 
ve, with one exception, were drownecL 
The captain of the Forest Qneen, being 
on deck at the time of the disaster, ap- 
pears to have been pulled on. board the 
Loughbrow. The latter vessisl was con- 
Biderably injured, bnt not enough to 
sink. I he greatest excitement reigned 
at Fl.iuiborough when the news became 
knoNvn, ami boats pushed out to the 
8cen« to 8ee wli.it could be done in sav- 
ing life. The wreck of the Forest 
l^ueen had, however, utterly disaiv 
peared. Further news is awaited with 
ureat anxiety.

I 
wat<-hed them and saw there was a safe 
in each end. I knew the safes in one 
end contained nu>;i('«. and was sure 
there was some money in the other. 

"I wont up in the freight yard and as 
the exp^es.^ i)'.ilU il out I jnmpe<l on the 
car ahead or vhe me.-^sengers. I crawled 
over the first ear to INb lnerney's car. I 
took out my rope liuidi-r, a kind of fire 
escape invention of my own. I strapped 
the big frontier revolver, which I always 
carried ^ through the west, with my 
cartridge belt around my overcoat. The 
other revolvers I put in my upper over- 
coat pocket within easy reach m case I 
dropped the big one. I got up on the 
platform railing, and putnng my hands 
on the rocfs of the two cars swung up to 
the top. 

"I attached the hook on the roof of 
the car and pecked do\vn over the edge 
to see if the messenger had taken any 
alarm. He was all nght, and I vwnng 
down in my rope sa ddle over the edge. 
Both hands were free and I tried to hold 
onto the edge of the car roof, but the 
train was gomg fifty miles an hour, and 
the wind was eo strong I was blown 
away from the car several times, and 
once I narrowly missed striking a 
bridge. My hands became so cold that 
when I drew my big revolver I found I 
could not cock the piece. I rubbed my 
hands and slapped my sides with them 
until they grew warm. 

"When I got inside the car I leveled 
my gun at M<^Inemey and, as I did so, he 
raised his revolver and held it leveled at 
ine with both b.ands at arms' length. 
He ducked his head and the Viall grazed 
his forehead. He dropped his revolver 
and reached for the bellcord. When he 
had pulled the cord twice and, while at- 
tempting to pull it a third time. I fired 
•nd shot him in the arm. He stepped 
over to wl^ere his gun lay on the floor 
and, as he reached for it, paying no at- 
tention to my command to throw up his 
hands, I tired again, the ball striking 
him somewhere in the leg."
